Employers are frequently guilty 
of the formation of fake partner- 
ships and other frauds in an effort 
to evade the workmen's conipensa- 
tion law, Eimer F, Andrews, state 
industrial commissioner, told the 
New York County Medical Society 
last night. 

Commissioner Andrews cited ex- 
amples of barber shops which 
“lease” their chairs to barbers, at- 
tempting to set the employe up as 
an “independent person.” A dam- 
aging blow to this racket, he said, 
was delivered by the Court of Ap- 
peals when a three-day sentence for 


Another case in which a $500 fine 
was sustained on appeal was the 
case of Edward Simons, doing busi- 
ness as the Active Building Clean- 
ers of New York. Simons had re- 
quired his employes to sign a fake 
partnership statement. 

Physicians, Mr. Andrews said, are 


from employes as well as from the 
insured companies. They frequently 
fail to report the treatment of m- 
yuries as required by the law, and 
thus hamper the industrial com- 
mission in gathering adequate in- 
formation on industrial accidents. 
The reports are often neglected, he 
said, but occasionally they are with- 
held at the request of the employer 
who seeks to keep his insurance

REFUGEES CONTINUE 


TO FLEE TERROR 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (UP).—

We saw in the first article that something is distorting the normal course of the 
cyclical movement of production as we know it under capitalism. 

We showed that the present cycle of 1934.7 Would necessarily be abnormal, due 
to tle fact that this cycle tMes place on a background of a heritage of the 1929 crash, 
and that it also takes place in the midst of a general crisis of the whole capitalist sys- 


tem, a crisis which has been in effect since the days of the World War.

If we want to know what is dis-

torting the economic cycle, what 


is provoking and accelerating the 
onrush of what may be a major 
economic catastrophe, we have to 


ask ourselves the question, what 


causes the upswing of production 
after a crash? Or, to put the 
question in another way what eco- 
nomic facter must be present to 
start an upswing and keep it go- 
ing fora he? 
NEW INVESTMENTS 


The great thinkers of scientific 
socialism, Marx, Engels, as well as 
Lenin and Stalin, have answered 
this question by showing that it is 
the new investments in the pro- 
duction of means of production. 
the replacement and expansion of 
fixed capital (building materials, 
machinery, factories, ete.) which 
gives the impetus to an upswing 
after the periodic collapses which 
are the curse of an anarchistic 
system of production based on 
private ownership of the socially 
necessary means of production. 

Karl Marx noted this when he 
wrote: “A crisis is always the 
starting point of large, new in- 
vestments, and therefore also— 
from the point of view of society— 
more or less the new material 
basis for the next turnover 
cycle.” (Capital, Vol. II. p. 211.) 

This renewal is begun in the de- 
pression phase after the lowest 
point in the crisis, is normally 
expanded in the revival phase, 
reaches a climax in the so-called 
prosperity phase, and then comes 
to a conclusive halt when the 
crisis breaks out. In short, with- 
out going into any detailed dis- 
cussion on the whole problem of 
capitalist accumulation, the posi- 
tion of heavy industry is crucial 
to an understanding of our main 
question—ts the upswing 
really exhausted or is it being 


SABOTAGE? 


If we can show that there still 
remains a large possibility of re- 
newal of fixed capital, of expan- 
sion in basic industry, of invest- 
ment nm new even 
on the basis of all the peculiar 
conditions which naturally re- 
strict capitalist production, then 
we have proved that certain Big 
Capital interests are, for the 
present, sabotaging the course of 
the still possible upswing. 

We said in the first article that 
the key to the situation lies in 
the “destructive power of the 
monopolies” (Browder). Let us 
examine the recent facts. 

First, we have the avowed dec- 
laration. of the Big Business 
spokesmen themselves that they 
are on a sit-down strike of cap- 
ital. We need only give one 
example here, the editorial of the 
Annalist, Wall Street weekly or- 
gan, which stated quite bluntly in 
its Nov. 26 issue that the Trusts 
are out to knife the new pro- 
labor legislation by putting the 
economic screws on the country. 
“Under the Wagner Labor Act the 
only answer to a strike on the 
part of labor is a strike on the 
part of capital.” 

DROP IN STEEL 

Secondly, we have the data it- 
self to back up this admission. 

Is the record-breaking drop in 
steel production justified by the

actual condition of the market, 
the capitalist market even? Not 
at all. The catastrophic drop in 
steel production from 90 to 23.5 
per cent of capacity, a drop which 
has fired thousands of steel work- 
ers into the streets, is due to the 
existence of monopoly prices of 
steel, artificially maintained by 
the Steel Trust in violation of the 
law of the land. 

The propagandists of the Trusts 
are always loud in their worship 
of the sacred laws of “supply and 
demand” whenever they defend 
their extortionate’ prices. But, in 
practice, the Trusts are constantly 
engaged in protecting themselves 
against this law“ by the monop- 
oly manipulation of prices. When 
the mills are operating at 23.5 per 
cent of capacity, you would im- 
agine that the demand was slack, 
the supply great and prices in de- 
cline. But the Steel Trust rigidly 
maintains its price level for steel 
regardless of what the demand is 
or the state of inventory (that is, 
of course, as far as they are able). 


STOCKS LOW 

For example, the Iron Age, au- 
thority on the steel industry, re- 
ported this week that “stocks of 
steel in the hands of some cus- 
tomers is believed to be below 
normal,” and the outspoken dec- 
laration of the railroads, auto, 
building, canning, tool and ship- 
building industries that they will 
restrict their steel purchases to an 
absolute minimum unless they, 
the Steel Trust, reduces its prices. 
(This, of course, doesn’t prevent 
these industries from charging 
their own monopoly prices to 
their own consumers). 

Artificially pegged steel prices. 
due to the “destructive powers” 
of the Steel Trust, are one of the 
major obstacles to fully exhaust- 
ing the possibilities for continued 
economic improvement at the 
present moment. 

The Dow Jones averages of 
steel prices have advanced from 
$44 last year to $65 this year, in- 
dependently of market conditions. 
The argument that this is due te 
“high wages” and trade unionism 
is a miserable deception of the 
people. 

Wage increases last year in the 
steel industry totalled $125,000,000 
—but increased prigés brought the 
steel companies an additional 
$375,000,000 during that time. For 
every dollar of increased wages 
paid out to steel workers, the 
Steel Trust took three dollars from 
the people in increased rates! 


AFFECTS BUILDING 


This “destructive power of the 
monopolies” operates with disas- 
trous effect in so vital a factor of 
economic recovery, as building 
construction. It 1s a fact that this 
sector of the country’s economic 
life has been in a scandalous state 
of stagnation. 

It is also a fact that a vigorous 
expansion of construction could 
send the whole economy into a 
new phase of vigor that would 
aid materially in giving employ- 
ment, expand purchasing power, 
and delay the outbreak of a 
major crisis for an appreciable 
time. This fact is beginning to 
gain government recognition, as 
witnessed by the Congressional 
discussions on the housing bill. 


— 


— — — 


But what is it that blocks an 
adequate building program for 
the country? “Rigid costs” comes 
the flip answer in a barrage of 
propaganda from the spokesmen 
for Big Capital. Naturally, by 
this phrase, they mean wages, and 
their cry is for a general oblitera- 
tion of all wage standards for the 
building trades workers. And yet 
the answer of “rigid qosts” is 
thoroughly correct, but only inso- 
far as it refers to the outrageously 
rigid price levels for building ma- 
terials as maintained by several 
trusts in the building industry. 


‘CEMENT MONOPOLY 


The Federal Trade Commission 
is now conducting investigations 
into the Cement and Lumber 
Trusts. The Cement Institute 
dominates and controls cement 
prices for all building construc- 
tion. Since all construction uses 
up a good deal of cement, build- 
ing is at the mercy of a monopoly 
from the start. Like steel prices, 
cement prices are based on the 
so-called “basing-points system,” 
which works in this fashion: you 
pay heavy freight charges on all 
cement purchases regardiess of 
whether or not there were any 
freight charges or not. This is 
done to protect the shippers from 
distant points who have to pay 
monopolistic rates to the railroads 
—one monopoly skinning another 
and taking it out on the consumer. 

It is no secret that railroad buy- 
ing of steel has been so meager, 
despite enormous revenues from 
freight and payments of $400,- 
000,000 a year of so-called “fixed 
charges” to bondholders and 
leaseholders, that the physical 
condition of the reads is the 
worst in years. Suffering from 
monopoly rates in steel, the rail- 
roads themselves are plundering 
the people through monopoly 
rates. 


The utilities, plundering the 
people through monopoly rates, 
have to fight against the monopoly 
rates in the coal incustry. This 
situation, beginning with the 
monopolies in steel, chemicals, 
and railroads, introduces a de- 
structive. distortion in the eco- 
nomic life of the country, holding 


back necessary and possible ex- 


pansion, and bringing misery and 
insecurity to millions of Amer- 
ican families. 


AUTO SITUATION 


The situation in auto, which 
takes a quarter of the steel out- 
put, is typical. Asking the ques- 
tion, why is auto production 
slackening, the Annajist answers: 
“The answer to this riddle prob- 
ably lies in the attempt on the 
part of the manufacturers to deal 
with an obviously unsatisfactory 
labor situation.” 

The answer, please notice, to 
falling auto production is not te 
be found in the conditions of the 
market, but in the deliberate at- 
tempt to utilize a policy of cur- 
tailed production and unemploy- 
ment to “handle the labor situa- 
tion,” that is, the spread of trade 
unionism. In its greed, the Auto 
Trust will cut into the purchas- 
ing power of its workers in order 
to wield over them undisputed 
sway in the factory for intensi- 
fled exploitation. 

Investment capital is plentiful. 
Surpluses are tremendous. Loan 
rates are the lowest in years. But 
new investment issues are ridicu- 
lously low, negligible. Auto pro- 
duction, as even the Annalist de- 
clares editorially, is below pos- 
sible consumer demand, and con- 
struction remains at low levels.

PLUNDER 2 WAYS 


The monopolies have an added 
advantage. When they sell they 
sell as monopolies dictating prices 
to the consumer. But when they 
buy, they act as monopolies buy- 
ing from non-monopoly, unorgan- 
ized producers. In this way they 
Plunder both ways, buying and 
selling, dictating high selling 
prices and low buying prices for 
raw materials. 

This is seen most vividly in the 
relation of farm prices and the 
prices of manufactured goods the 
farmer has to buy. In 1933, for

So long as this country continues to 
conduct its usual business in the Far East, 
80 long as it insists on respect for its dip- 
lomatic relations with China, so long as 
the American people urge collective ac- 
tion for world peace, the Fascist schemes 
face insurmountable obstacles. The best 
and quickest way to accommodate the Fas- 
cist war schemers is to withdraw all 
American interests in the Far East at 
this time when this would be a most oblig- 
ing assistance t6 the Japanese aggressors. 

To retreat before the Fascists is to in- 
vite them to advance further and faster. To 
stand pat for peace and against their savage 
aggression is to bolster the forces for peace 
and to create confusion and disorganization 
in the ranks of the Fascist war-inciters.

A Company Employee 
In Judicial Robes 


Henry Ford and the other auto mag- 
nates have employees not only in their fac- 
tories. 

They have ways of reaching Federal 
judges too. 

Attorney General Homer S. Cummings 
has just demanded a Congressional investi- 
gation of the actions of Federal Judge Fer- 
dinand Geiger of the Eastern District of 
Wisconsin. 

This unusual demand is the result of the 
fact that this Federal Judge has outrageous- 
ly blocked all investigation of the financial 
trickery of auto companies and auto loan 
firms connected with Ford and Chrysler. 
Judge Geiger has just dismissed a Grand 
Jury which had completed three months of 
investigation into these companies. He ap- 
parently was afraid of what the Grand Jury 
had found out, and he hastened to cover up 
for the auto companies. 

This is not the first instance of such 
grovelling servility of judges to big corpora- 
tions, especially in the auto areas around 
Michigan and Wisconsin. 

It is reminiscent of the actions of the 
judge in Connecticut who recently played 
such an active part in freeing Pearl 
Bergoff, strikebreaker king, and James 
Rand. A clean-up of the Courts, as pro- 
jected by President Roosevelt, is sorely 
needed. 

The courts are the refuge of Big Busi- 
ness reaction when other methods fail. But 
vigorous protest can make it very uncom- 
fortable for company stooges on the bench.

Aden is one of the principal support- 
ing bases of England on the sea route to India, and 
Rome is seeking to isolate Aden by surrounding it with 
discontented or enemy tribes. On the West Coast, 
Italy is hurriedly erecting in opposition to this Gibral- 
tar of the Indian Ocean fortifications upon Dumetra 
Island in the strait of Bab-el-Mandeb. To the East, 
intrigues among the shefks of Hadramut, to the North, 
the growing influence of Italy in Arabia: the governor 
of Erythrea, Gasparini, has just concluded with the 
Imam Yahia Hamideddin, the regent of Leman, a 
second ten-year treaty of friendship. 


“The rare strangers who visit Sanaa, capital of 
Yemen, have realized that this country is a hotbed of 
Italian propaganda,” the Sunday Times of London 
declares. ( 

Italy has noticeably strengthened its army in Lybia 
and at the same time is conducting a vast anti-British 
propaganda in Egypt and the Sudan. 


The march of Djemal Pasha toward the Suez Canal 
during the World War and the military operations in 
Dankalie and at Ogaden during the Ethiopian cam- 
paign, has proven that deserts and waterless regions 
are today no longer Obstacles to the advance of an 
army which can use airplanes for water supply. 


The military preparations of Italy in Africa are 
more than “moral pressure” upon the London Cabinet. 

The Bari radio station assigned to propaganda in 
the countries of the Near East is systematically con- 
tinuing the broadcast of false news reports which are 
often of provocative character. Not content with the 
activity of the Bari station, Italy is constructing a 
great radio broadcasting unit at Harara, in Ethiopia, 
designed to broadcast to the neighboring countries of 
Africa and Arabia and to India. 


In one of his last letters from Berlin, the special 
correspondent of the newspaper Ahram, published in 
Cairo, announced that an accord had been reached 
between representatives of Egypt and a large Ger- 
man firm for the exploitation of iron ore deposits in 
the Assuan region. Germany, which wishes to regain 
its colonies, is extending its economic expansion to 
the countries of the Near East and North Africa. At 
the same time it is conducting a vast ‘ascist propa- 
ganda, 


Despite friendly assurances, Fascist Italy does not 
view with a friendly eye the German uttempts to ex- 
tend its influence into the Arab East. It is true that, 
if we are to believe the Manchester Guardian, the 
representative of Hitler—Ribbentrop—has_ declared 
during his interview with the chief of the Italian state 
that Germany supports and fully backs the Pan-Arab 
policy followed by Rome. 


If the joint attempt of Italy and Germany to place 
at the head of Iraq a political grouping closely linked 
to these two countries has failed, it does not follow 
that the two fascist allies have once and for all re- 
nounced the achievement of their plans in the valley 
of the Tigres and the Euphrates. 


After the signature of the Rome-Berlin-Tokio pact, 
the question of the communications between the three 
countries takes on special importance. It is not with- 
out reason that two great air hops were made re- 
cently: a Japanese hop from East to West, and a Ger- 
man hop from West to Bast. These two hops were 
designed to study and prepare the placing into service 
of a new air line linking Central Europe to the Far 
East. This air route passes through Rhodes, Damascus, 
Bagdad, Kabul and Chinese territory; and it is shorter 
to a marked degree than the present London-India- 
Singapore-Far East air line. 

Despite its great distance, Tokio does not remain 
apart from the intrigues of the aggressors in the Near 
East. Numerous Japanese economic and commercial 
missions come to visit Bagdad, Damascus and Cairo; 
three Japanese ship lines maintain a regular steam- 
ship service between the Japanese ports and the Per- 
sian Gulf, where German and Italian ships touch every 
month as well. 


“After a successful experimental flight from Tokio 
to Europe, the Japanese government intends to organ- 
ize a regular service of air communication between To- 
kio and Burope. This line will pass through Iraq, 
whose government has already been brought into 
negotiations,” the Bagdad newspaper 8 — 
announces. 

Thus, step by step, the participants in the bloc of 
aggressors are achieving according to their plan the 
preparation of a new war by distributing their forces 
in advance and recruiting partisans and allies over 
the whole extent of the couctries situated between the 
Mediterranean, the Indian Ocean and the Pacific.
